John Combs writes in that he's tired of reading about the 
logging procedures debate everymonth. Still, he writes in on 
the topic. (It's okay, you've had a three month reprieve, right?) 


“ To start with, the baseline standard for a logging has to 
be this: is the DxXer convinced, through reasonable evidence, that 
he/she has seen such a station? Except for photos and videotapes, 
we all have to take each other's word for loggings anyway. The 
vast majority of DXers are honest and have high standards when it 
comes to counting loggings. 

I think insisting on call letters seen or heard is too 
restrictive, especially now that so many stations only ID once 
an hour, and some even let that slip. It's nice that some stations 
supply an ID every fifteen minutes during prime-time, but not all 
Stations are so dili t. The DXer simply has to have evidence 
beyond a reasonable doubt that he/she has seen the station, and 
to use more caution when dealing with potentially phenomenal 
leggings, such as double-hops, long tropo ducts and the like. 

Totals are fairly meaningless anyway. when I look at a 
DXer's totals, I always take into account the geographical lo- 
cation and equipment involved. So what if a Cooper, Draeb or 
Seybold (sorry you guys always get dragged into these arguments...) 
log over 1,000stations? Put them in Florida with the same equip- 
ment, and they might be lucky to see 400-500 . Put another Dxer 
at the same location with an all-channel Radio Shack special at 
fifteen feet with a twin-lead, and 300 stations might be outstan- 
ding. At the risk of incurring the wrath of the cliche squad-- 
it's all relative.

Several articles from WeRe McIntosh. From 
the Los Angeles Times, 7/24/85, an article on 
an appeals court decision that declared the 
FCC's "must carry" rules unconstitutional. 
The National. Association of Broadcasters is 
taking the issue to the Supreme Court, hoping 
to reverse the decision, Otherwise, the 
decision would have a major effect on the 
broadcasting and cable industries. The rule 
requires thatcable operators carry the sign- 
als of all broadcast stations within 35 
niles, even if some programming is duplicated. 
As a result of this rule, many subscribers 
have been deprived of some of the satellite- 
fed cable services. This decision could 
result in reducing the viewership of some 
television stations, particularly the public 
television stations and noncommercial UHF 
stations, as well as increasing the viewer- 
ship of cable-only networks. The court 
decision held that the FCC rule infringed on 
the cable operators' First Amendment rights 
by limiting their editorial discretion. Also, 
the rule totally ignored cable subscribers. 
The FCC and the broadcasting industry view 
the must-carry rule as assuring local prograr 
service in areas where over-the-air TV recep~ 
tion is difficult. The cable industry views 
the rule as a way of protecting broadcasters 
from competition. 

The next article updates Dr. Gene Scott, 
pastor of Faith Center, which owned severa} 
broadcast stations until the FCC took them 
away, "The church lost its license to oper- 
ate Channel 30, now called KAGL, after a 
long-running dispute between the FCC and 
Scott over the federal agency's demand that 
Seott tum over the financial records to 
FCC investigators.

Comments on the June VUD column from Pete Nolan: I have real trouble with 
the classification of Transtar’s Format 41 (WIQY, ; etc.) as “mr” by your sys- 
tem. KYND markets it as easy listening, and in truth it’s much closer to that than it is 
to rock. Even traditional easy listening/beautiful music stations have in the last few 
years begun adding original soft rock vocals (e.g., Neil Diamond, Glen Campbell) to 
their mix, especially in morning and afternoon dayparts; the distinction between these 
stations and Format 41 is pretty narrow. [Pete, I agree with you, and am calling all 
Format 41 stations I know about simply “m.”] . . Petty corrections dept.: KROK-FM 
was 94.5, now KWKH-FM. You confused it with KVKI 96.5, which used to be gospel 
KEPT. I'm not sure I understand Mike Dorner’s comments on KCIL-FM. I was told 
when visiting the station two years ago. that they had just gotten approval to move to 
107.5, though I think they just meant they got the allocation change approved as the 
actual move was only approved earlier this year. But their idea of moving was hardly 
recent, Also, KTQQ 100.9 Sulphur LA is hardly a “rim-shotter” in Lake Charles; the 
transmitter is less than ten miles away, and less than five miles from KHLA 99.5 and 
cther locals. It is, yes, unusual for a Class A to be No. 1 in town, but they unques- 
tionably are; one of the main reasons is that they have far and away the best news 
department in town. . . J. Kinnon Thomas, the guy who put KTQO on the air, sold the 
station last year for over $1 million—pretty good return for a Class A facility, and an 
indication of how solidly entrenched in the market they are. 

My information is that WKRB Brooklyn *90.9 will not ever make the move to 
103.1. Ever, ever, ever. By the way, thanks for the RadioPhiles plug in June. . . 1 in 
fact often overstate my own views just for the sake of making it [the “Evolution” col- 
umn] entertaining and enjoyable—and I can inform people a lot better when they’re 
reading the column than when they’re not reading it! And, tho I know it was a lot of 
work on your part, I thought that your June VUD column was excellent! It’s nice to 
see all that support. 

Classical and jazz music are swapping places on Charlotte’s WFAE, with c in the 
mornings and j evenings. The station now signs on 5 a. m. (90.7). Station manager 
Jennifer Roth said the station will be on the air 24 hours “someday, and would likely 
fill the late-night and early morning hours with jazz. But don’t expect WFAE to ever 
completely part with classical music. Because we’re a public radio station, I think we 
would always be committed to a substantial amount of classical programming.”

I am glad to learn that YOU will be the one to decide which category SCA data 
noise belongs in, but I do wonder how you propose to sample every single one in the 
entire country. A way to insure clarity with your proposed two or three column listing 
is to adopt a “+++” or possibly ‘“—” scheme as follows. Stations with just a 67 kHz 
background music SCA would be listed as +M+. A ++R would indicate 92 kHz fore- 
ground music, I++ 57 kHz ARI, and so on. A station with both 67 kHz music and 92 
kHz foreground music would be +MR, and a station with all three services would be 
simply IMR, with no “+”. The beauty of this system is that it defines precisely where 
the SCA information begins, and it also allows unknown format stations to continue

to be listed as +++. But in order to work properly, you would 
probably need to use fixed (as opposed to proportional) spac- 
ing in your station directories . There are no doubt other ways 
to accomplish what I have suggested above, and it will be inter- 
esting to see what type of format you eventually come up 
with recrtred | two other Sonimients £0. my proposed asa data 
categoies— Negative.

“It may be a 
repeater for KDLG 670, as is KUHB St. Paul [91.9]” AK. 
KJJZ 101.1 Kodiak transmits from a “poor location, the same 
tower as the KVOK-560 AM tower. Although the listing shows 
as 56’ in your May °85 column, it shows how inaccurate 
HAAT figures are in mountainous areas. Actually, the antenna 
is about 150’ above ground. Two reasons for lousy coverage. 
First, the surrounding mountains biock the signal around town 
and out to the Coast Guard base, and secondly, for 4300 
watts, I personally would use more than just a 2-bay antenna. 
In comparison, KMXT 100.1 with only 3000 watts, with a 3- 
bay Jampro antenna centrally located in the city puts out a far 
better signal. [Your listing has them as only 3’ HAAT, 
although we are on a 50-foot tower, atop a 150-foot hill, but 
still shadowed by a 1300’ mountain to the north.] That’s why 
Ipersonally do not put much faith in HAAT here in Alaska or 
other mountainous areas, while over most of the rest of the 
nation it is an accurate indicator. . . The Alaskan Forces Radio 
Network has two networks, Their mostly AM network has 
only 1 FM outlet so far. .Shemya 90.5 .

«The ax fell after several years of listener ratings that declined 
as steadily as they were climbing at KIIS-FM. In the most re- 
cent quarterly Arbitron Ratings, KIQQ had dipped from 15th 
to 25th in Los Angeles, with only a 1.5% share of the L. A. 
vlistening market. Asked if the dismal ratings had any bearing 
On the decision to change formats, Mosher said: ‘Well, let’s 
_ 8 that if we had a 10 share in the Arbitron, we wouldn’t 
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have changed.’ ” On the opposite coast, Richard Steinberger 
sent_a clipping on a slogan war that is affecting Boston’s 
WMIX 106.7, using the phrase “Soft Rock—Less Talk,” while 
WLYT 92.5 Haverhill has a phrase (not necessarily its nonID) 
“Lite Rock—Less Talk.” The case is scheduled for court, with 
Michael Berg of the NAB in Washington quoted as saying the 
dispute could prove important in the highly competitive adult 
contemporary field, where formats and methods for attracting 
listeners are similar. “There is increased competition in the 
marketplace, not just from other stations, but from home 
video and things of that nature,” he claimed, “and the FCC is 
playing less of a role, moving toward deregulation.”

He sent a logo for WDZD 
93.5 Shallotte NC, which I inteded to use earlier this column 
when I mentioned that station, and a coverage map which may 
appear elsewhere.

E-Skip is hard to come by in the eastern end of the San Fernando Valley (within a 
stone's throw of the Burbank Airport). so I've had to depend upon "smog enhancement" plus 
some new equipment to log any DX. 

I've added a Winegard antenna plus amplifier and a Sanyo 4670 VCR to my Montgomery 
Ward 63-123494 13" TV (actually built by Toyomenka in their Orion factory with Panasonic 
parts; I recommend it and it's successors, 63-12387, 63-12396, and 19" 63-12966 and 20" 
63-12865 very highly for DX'ing. They all have monitor capabilities, plus remote control, 
etc. Yes, I DO work for Montgomery Ward; guess which department, hil). 

Although I have severe horizon blockage here in almost all directions, I do have a 
straight shot at Tijuana directly southeast and 6, 12, and 33 (XHAS-TIV) are regulars, as 
are the San Diego channels including new KTTY~69. KAGL~30 is off and mmning again, 
mostly with religion and that mostly Dr. Gene Scott, whose KHOF-TV was forced to vacate 
channel 30 a couple of years ago. 

I've recorded a total of 25 legal ID's on the VCR; I have it hooked up so I can tape 
directly from the TV's composite output (audio and video) into the VCR, which has only 
potentiometer tuning, not quartz-lock. That way, I can flip back and forth between chan- 
nels when recording, especially useful when I'm trying to capture a translator, to show 
what the original is like. 

I've had transitory E-Skip both here and at the store (which uses ancient 
Blonder-Tongue amplifiers for each local channel) on channels 2 and 3, but never enough to 
identify.

“3 Technical Topics 


Exciting days are in store for the scientific community and those who study the 
ionosphere. On July 12, the Shuttle orbiter Challengeriwill host the busy schedule 
of Spacelab 2, a manned continuation of the fonospheric research begun with Space- 
lab 1 in 1983, There will be experiments, 14 categories over a 160-hour period, in 
atmospheric physics, high-energy astrophysics, infrared astronomy, life sciences, 
materials processing, plasma physics, solar physics, and technology research. 

Flight 51F, completely dedicated to interactive experiments with the Earth's 
plasma, promises to be an interesting mission. Two components of the Spacelab, the 
Plasma Diagnostics Package (PDP) and the Vehicle Charging and Potential (VCAP) pal- 
let, will be of particular interest to WIFDA‘ers. Om Spacelab 1, the VCAP made 
use of an electron gun to prick the upper ionosphere, while the PDP monitored the 
reactions, Among those things scientists want to specifically know more about are: 

--Observations that the body of the shuttle orbiter affects the ionosphere 
much like a comet, leaving behind a trail of ionized particles... 

--Why holes are formed in the fonosphere when rockets lift off. (Skylab, 
launched by a Saturn V rocket, was noted to have made a hole over 1,000 
miles wide that lasted several hours.) While this effect is exactly the 
opposite of what a VHF DX'er would want, radio astronomers are looking 
forward to the prospect of being able to "see" space without the radio 
interference of the ionosphere. Indeed, the idea is being kicked around 
to deliberately generate holes over radio observatories... 

--Radio propagation in the plasma. Specifically, at Very Low Frequencies 
(VLF),and even the 2 and 10 meter ham bands. 

--That objects in the plasma acquire a very strong charge. Structures, like . 
the Orbiter can develop a potential gradient of several thousand volts 
from one end to the other. This effect is a potential health concern, 
but also holds promise for the generation of electrical power... 

--The visible glow that the exposed surfaces of the orbiter sometimes take 
on in flight... 

VCAP experiments will run continuously during the seven.day mission. An elec- 
tron generator will simlate the particle beams that eminate from the sun, travel 
along the Earth's magnetic field lines, and often generate aurorae upon colliding 
with the upper atmosphere. By injecting particles in controlled quantities (to 
simulate natural storms) and observing how the plasma changes (with the PDP), hope- 
fully we can figure out what normally disturbs the ionosphere which, in turn, affects 
climate and radio communications. (An auroral display of about 3 hours involves the 
discharge of 9 trillion kWh of electricity!) An electron generator has two ports 
which can produce beam currents of 50 or 100 mA, and a maximum power of about 100 W. 
The gun can be fired at a rapid rate to produce VLF radio. Many are curious if the 
gun thus operated will be an efficient radiating antenna, so radio sensors on board 
the shuttle and on the ground will be "DX'ing" this 100W transmitter. 

The PDP hag the advantage of being ejectable--that is, it will be released from 
the shuttle cargo bay to float in orbit on its own. Challenger may then move about 
the PDP "satellite," Since the VCAP is on board and the sensing devices are on the 
PDP, the engineers hope to get a good feeling of where the electron beams and radio 
waves are going. There are instruments in the PDP that measure magnetic flux, elec- 
tric and magnetic strengths, and ion charges, among other things, and some probes 
will be directly exposed to space. Measurements will be taken anywhere from 6 feet 
to 1/3 mile from the orbiter, and further experiments will be performed with the PDP 
moved about by the RMS (Remote Manipulator System--the large "robot" arm seen along 
the cargo bay of the shuttle.) 

One of the more significant plasma experiments will call for the orbiter and 


the PDP (free-floating) to be lined up along the same magnetic field line. It is exp- 
ected that any noise or disturbance generated at the shuttle orbiter will be conducted 


along the field line to the PDP...the "Flux Tube Connection." 


Plasma depletion studies will be effected by purposely firing the Challenger's 
thrusters at specific locations and monitoring the conditions of the ionosphere. 
The thrusters will release as much as 3,000 lbs of exhaust vapors (mostly water) 
which, in a chemical reaction, leaves vast holes in the ionosphere. The Millstone 
Hill Observatory (Westford, MA) will monitor changes in the ionospheric electron 
count, plasma drift, and plasma temperature during the daytime firings with a 46 m 
antenna. In Arecibo, PR, a 300 m radar will monitor changes in electron density. 
Stanford University's VLF facility (Roberval, PQ) will attempt to send VLF radio 
signals to Siple Station, Antarctica, to keep tabs on propagation during the form- 
ation of holes. Similar monitorings of the holes will be made at the US Army Kwa- 
jalein Missile Range. Further, the Reber Observatory (Hobart, Tasmania) will watch 
their (1-5 MHz) low-frequency radio astronomy equipment closely to see if the holes 


“will allow better viewing of distant galaxies. 


Public accesa to Spacelab 2 experiments is very good. TVRO owners may watch 
live shuttle TV 24 hours a day (sure beats MTV!) during the whole mission via 


“Satcom F1R, Transponder 18 (139* W. Longitude, 4.060 GHz). Marshall Space Center 


(Huntsville, AL) will broadcast mission audio and commentary on 173.0250 Miz, FM. 
No doubt those in range of other NASA centers will also have VHF channels available. 
(Imagine hearing shuttle commentary via satellite and tropo from Huntsville to a 
QTH 800 miles away...) An excellent and colorful (though untechnical) 4i-page book 
bout Spacelab 2 is available as EP-217 from Public Affairs Office/CAOQ1, NASA, 


Marshall Space Flight Center, AL 35812, or from the US Government Printing Office.

Winegard CH-6065 fm antenna and when he pulled it out of the box he noted 
that some elements were riveted on the boom wrong. Even though the warranty 
had already expired, Winegard sent Ed a brand new CS-6065 as a replacement. 

Ed had only tten to them for.some advice mentioning the error and never 
asking for compensation. Winegard is to be commended for actions such as 
this and should be held up as an example of how companies with multi-mega- 
buck ad budgets could more effectively use their funds. Thanks for the 
report Ed. Lastly, Frye brings up the point of where to put an ac-de 
blocking device such as a filter when you are using a preamp, The device 

has to go somewhere else than between the power supply and preamp. If you 
can find a decent. weather proof housing, it is best to do all filtering 
before the preamp up top the tower (fig. a). If this is out of the ques- 
tion, fig. b is the way to go.

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CES Report 


My summer Consumer's Electronics Show report will not be as extensive as 
last year's due mainly to my hectic schedule at the show with TVRO taking 
up most of my time and leaving little for the fun stuff. Notable is that 
Grundig did not display there for the first time in many years and that 
was a bit of a dissappointment to me as they have some very fine dx gear. 
One group I forget about but usually stop to see is the Electronic Indus- 
tries Association, the people responsible in a large part for putting on 
the show, They also put out 2 very nice interference handbooks sh ng 
interference symptoms and troubleshooting procedures. One booklet is for 
TV interference, the other is for audio system interference, I believe 
that you can have both for the asking by writing to the EIA, 2001 Eye St.nw 
Washington DC 20006, A worthwhile addittion to your stack of references. 
The only booth I really made a conscious effort to visit for dx reasons 
was the Magnum companie's, I must say that I am always impressed with these 
folks and this year was a special treat.

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FM ANTENNAS (continued from June) 


Omitted last column were several prices from the antenna specifications 
chart. Part of the problem with the prices is that some are shown as list 
and some as whosale. Most of the consumer oriented stuff is at list while 
most of the cable oriented stuff is shown at approximate "user" price. 
Anyway, you can go back if you like and fill in these prices: the CADCO @ 
$290, the BT YFM5 @ $295, and the BT YFM10 @ $520, 

Now for my favorites! When shopping, I feel that everything should be 
compared with the cheapest available. This is polar opposite from what 
most salesmen try to get you to do. Therefore starting at the bottom, we 
have the GFM6 Antennacraft. It has to be worth its' price because it’s the 
cheapest thing there. Spending a few more bucks for the R-S doesn't give 
us much more gain, looses us a little f:b ratio, but gives us alot narrower 
of a beamwidth, It's worth the bucks in my opinion. Spending another $17 
gets us the Antennacraft GFM10 with 34dB more gain but a slight loss in the 
f:b ratio and beamwidth areas. Although these are important, 34dB is quite 
abit more signal so I feel that it's worth its' price, For $13 more, we 
can have the baby Channel Master. Although this is a good antenna, I don't 
think its't performance will equal the GFM10, Neither do I feel that the 
value is really there for the QFM9 Jerrold (also being sold under the Mag- 
num brand name). Going up to the Channel Master 4408 (stereo probe 9) seems 
to me to be the next logical step. This is typically regarded as the dx'ers 
delight in fm antennas. The reputation of the probe 9 is so strong that it 
has somewhat overshadowed the CS6065 Winegard which is also a fine product. 
The difference is of course the price, about 15% higher on the Winegard. 

I personally think that the narrower beamwidth of the Channel Master is of 
greater benefit than the higher f:b ratio and higher price of the CS6065 so 
I do not consider it (the Winegard) as an option. Neither do I consider 

the well built J55FM Jerrold, the fine YFM5 or YFM10 Blonder-Tongues as 
serious options. I discount these antennas because of their intent: They 
are superbly built to reduce long term maintainance costs on high towers 
where the cost of one climb can exceed the cost of the antenna. They also 
perform well but can be outperformed by less expensive models. The remain- 
ing antennas all offer something a bit unique. The Sitco MA5SFM at $214 does 
the Stereo Probe 9 one better but you'll notice alot more empty in your 
wallet. The CAS8FM Sitco and the CADCO are for all practical purposes the 
same price. Although the CADCO has the best f:b ratio of the bunch, I would 
bypass it for the Sitco with its' super narrow directivity and excellant 

(as in humungus) gain. 

It would now appear that we have our list of budget bracketed favorites 
all set BUT there are a whole set of antennas that we haven't considered. 
Those are the ones we get when we stack 2 or 4 of the antennas already dis- 
cussed. This gives us several more antennas at roughly 2 and 4 times the 
prices already shown. Although we could spend alot of time on stacking 
procedure, I would be remiss if I did not point out that the VUD has had 
excellant articles dealing with this subject in the past. Most noteable 
are the August 76 and Dec. 73 issues, and the superb article on stagger 
stacking by Bill Thompson in the June 82 issue. If you're going to stack, 
it would certainly be worth your while to consult these back issues. I 
have only the June 82 issue but maybe someone out there could run some 
copies off for those who wanted them. If there is enough demand, we can 
spend a couple of issues on stacking theory and practice. Without going 
into alot of theory this month though, we will assume that most dx'ters 
will stack pairs of antennas horizontally and 4 antennas in quad arrangement 
as shown in the earlier photo. 

With horizontal stacking, a phenomenon takes place called pattern 
multiplication. Instead of the pickup patterns adding and subtracting from 
each other, they multiply and divide each other! This drastically and 
advantageously changes the pickup pattern especially the beamwidth of the 
main lobe. Although using wide beamwidth antennas in a stack will give 
considerable sidelobes, it is possible to get the frontal pickup lobe of 
even a dipole down to about 300 by horizontal stacking! Using narrow beam- 
width antennas will not alter the stacked beamwidth by a great degree but 
will alter the sidelobe factor tremendously.

Going back now to our budget bracketed favorites and adding in the 


"antennas" formed by dual and quad stacking, we come up with the following 
list in order of price and deleting the antennas we discussed .

Notice that 4 combinations are marked with an*. These are configurations 
that for their added cost do not represent the kind of performance gains 
you may expect so do not deserve alot of our attention. Also,many of the 
"upgrades" offer increased performance in one area only but may show a 
detriment in another area such as sidelobes, windloading, etc. 

Two things which should be weighed are future expandability and alter- 
nate polarity pickup. When you put up a quad stack you are basically going 
as far as you can with that antenna. Purchasing a higher quality antenna 
and then stacking when the budget is fatter may make more sense long term. 
Another option we haven't discussed is using the added antenna not as a 
signal booster and directivity increaser, but to use it in the opposite - 
polarity. This will allow reception in either polarity to enhance skip 
performance where polarity often comes down in only one polarity and can 
change over short periods of time. 

All things considered, I would imagine that to have 2 quad stacks 
(one vertical & one horizontal) of Sitco CA8FM antennas would be the cat's 
meow ($2144 plus towers, rotors, cable, etc), Yikes! 

Next time for fun we'll take a look at a couple of systems to give us 
a real world budget idea. If you really want to spend some time with 
stacking theory let me know, It will of course be applicable to all 
antennas not just fm. ‘y

ALLIANCE HD-73 
ANTENNA ROTOR 


REVIEW 


Well, this rotor is definitely heavy duty, if that's what you're looking for! I purchased 
an HD-73 two years ago for a very reasonable price and belfeve I got a heck of a buy. 

Upon receipt of the rotor my eyes amazed me, seeing how the outer case of this rotor was 
constructed. I believe that the CDR and Hy-Gain top-of-the line models at higher prices 
don't stand up to this one, at least in the case and mounting design.

Most rotors use the body of the rotor to mount the mast into. The HD-73 uses separate 
3/4" plates on either side and both top and bottom. These plates are then bolted to the 
motor body by four 5/16" hex bolts on top and bottom! Then you have three tightening 
devices for your mast. You have two 5/16" bolts closest to the rotor body, then a H.D. 
U-clamp through the outer end. If that wasn't enough to hold your mast in place, they 
also give you two cone-shaped set screws (on top and bottom), which bite into the mast, so 
it won't move in the worst winds!

This rotor has two full raceways of 100 ball bearings for smooth operation. It 
incorporates a new automatic brake system. It is factory lubricated with a lifetime 
lubricant that will withstand -20 to +120 degrees Fahrenheit. The rotor also uses very 
heavy pitched gear teeth, which are quite a value for its price! One of the best 
features, and my favorite, is its dual speed operation. This really comes in handy for 
pinpointing those real OX stations! 


There are a few safety devices on the control box. An internal thermal protector wil! 
shut the rotor down if its heat is too great. I find this a pain in the rump when you're 
having a heavy DX opening. but bypassing it will ruin your transformer or more. The 
answer to this problem is to keep it cool, I found, by either removing the cover on hot 
days, or by installing a muffin fan in the unit the control box will never get hot enough 
to kick out. I instatled a muffin fan and a few small vent holes to release the hot air, 
with fantastic results. 


Other than the thermal protector I can find no problem with this rotor. It's rated at 
10.5 square feet of wind load, but I think it'll handle more! It will accept 1 3/8" to 2 
1/2" 0.0. mast (don't bother using 1 1/4"). The rotor weighs 11 1/2 lbs. with both 
Wounting plates on it. The only cheap thing about it fs the plastic control? box. I 
personally would like a metal box. However I feel the guts are where they count! 


It uses 6 conductor cable which is quite rare; most use 8 conductor and put two on the 
heavier voltage points. My overall view is good on this unit. I believe it to be well 
worth $100.00 to $140.00, depending where you buy it from! I would rate this rotor a 9 on 
accel’ of 10--only because of the plastic control box. That wouldn't phase my decision 
though.

SPECIAL REPORT 
FM IN URUGUAY 


by ANSELMO ROCCAFORTE 


I am an electrical engineer and I belong to the technical staff of LR-11 
Radio Universidad La Plata, Argentina. I live in a suburban zone, 
called Ringuelet; near La Plata city. La Plata is a city university {as 
Madison, Wisconsin). I live 45 miles from Buenos Aires City, the 
capitol of the country. I live 1.5 miles from the La Plata River, and 
across this river is Uruguay; 130 miles away fs Montevideo, the capital 
of Uruguay. : 


The propagation from the stations over the river from Uruguay is a 
subject in which I am engaged now. I am using a reference of FCC study 
publications which I received from Washington DC. My “big problem is a 
way to measure the level of the signals in all the bands. I'm writing 
about the status of the FM stations in Montevideo, as I monitor them in 
ty home and have information from the stations’ technical staffs. 


Uruguay is a smal] country, with about 80 MW stations, about 20 TY 
stations (all in the VHF band}, and an increasing number of FM stations. 
They have granted nearly 50 new FM stations. Uruguay, as do all the 
countries in South America, uses the 88 to 108 MHz band for FM. 
Montevideo has increased its number of FMs from two to seven commerical 
stations. There is one non-commercial which belongs to the government 
radio services, but it is off-the-air at the time I am writing this 
article. Uruguay had a big political change several months ago (as in 
my country a year and a half ago), when they went from a military 
government to a democratic government. Under the new government the new 

- FM radio stations have come. on the air. In my home I can hear 6 of the 

~J stations all day, everyday. Of course, the signal level changes with 
‘the hour of the day and the weather conditions, but the signals are 
increasing with the tropo propagation now. 


This list shows the actual status: 

88.3 MHz....CX 202 EMISORA DE LA COSTA. 100 watts. This station is 10 
miles from Montevideo, in 
Solimar Beach. New station. 

93.9 MHz....EMISORA DEL PALACIO. CXA 230. 100 kW. Montevideo. 

95.5 MHz....CXD 238 EMISORA DEL PLATA. 100 kW. Montevideo. 

99.5 MHz....CXD 258 EMISORA DEL SOL. 100 kW. Montevideo, new station. 

100.3 MHz...CXD 262 EL DORADO FM STEREO. 10 kW. Montevideo, new. 

101.9 MHz...CXD 270 EMISORA AZUL. 100 kW. Montevideo, new station. 

105.9 MHz...CXD 290 EMISORA GALAXIA. Power unknown. New station. 

All the stations have a similar programme; that is to say, music with 

news at the hour. But the music is for all tastes, which is different 

than the FM stations in my country, which has 90% rock music. The 

stations have a wide spectrum of equipment: consoles from Brazil, 


transmitters from USA (Harris, which is ample selling fh this part of 
the world), and CP antennas made by Andrews. 
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WIFDA GUIDELINES FOR COMPUTING TV-FM DISTANCE RECORDS AND SCOREBOARD TOTALS 


For those of you new to WIFDA, and for those longtime members who wanted to 
see them again, here they are. These are the club guidelines to be used 
when counting stations to report your totals to your TV and FM STATISTICS 
column editors, Remember, they are the club's offical guidelines, FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF COMPUTING CLUB DX RECORDS ONLY. Members reporting to the DX 
columns are free to use whatever method of counting stations they choose, 
but must use the standards below when claiming a club record. We do suggest 
that you also use these guidelines when reporting to DX columns; otherwise, 
your DX column editor may decide not to use your report. Please note: 

WTFDA H.Q. supports the decisions of our DX column editors, and reserves the 
right to delete any reports that are found to be fraudulent. 


1] A TV station received on more than one channel (when it changes channel, 
but retains its identity) may be counted once for each channel, excluding 
change in offset on the same TY channel. Simultaneous reception of the 
same station on more than one channel is usually a receiver problem only, 
though you may present evidence to the contrary. An FM station may be 
counted again when it deliberately changes frequencies, or varies more 
than 100 kHz from its normal frequency. DXers should be certain they are 
not counting receiver images or mixing products. 


2] Stations operating successively on the same channel in a single city that 


are clearly unrelated (j.e., with different call letters and a hiatus in 
occupation of the channel, or non-renewal of the first station's license) 
are counted as separate stations. 

3] A move in a station's transmitter location does not allow it to count as 
a new station unless the CITY OF LICENSE also changes. Thus, a station 
starting in a smail city and later moving both transmitter and identity 
to a larger city, if received during both phases of operation, will count 
twice. Stations moving antenna from downtown to suburbs, for example, 
with no change in the city of license, count only once. The addition of 
a city to a station's identity (multiple city station identification) 
does not count as a new station. ; 

4] A change in call letters per se is not sufficient reason to count that 
station as new, whether or not a change in ownership is involved in a 
continuously operating station. Power level or changes in power alone 
shall have no bearing on these guidelines. 

5] Sharetime stations (rare cases of two stations in the same coverage area 
sharing the same frequency at different times of the day) count as one if 
they share their transmitter; individually if they have separate 
transmitter sites. 


6] DX received via cable TV may be counted if the station was received off 


the air on its original frequency at the CATY headend, from which 
distances must be measured. TOTALS INCLUDING CATV MUST BE SPECIFIED. 


7] The precise location of the transmitting antenna of the station shall be 


the determining factor in computing the DX path distance and tallying the 
number of political units received. 


8} Verifications are not required; however, contributors must be reasonably 


certain that all stations claimed were received. Those totals limited 
to verified only should be labeled as such. 

9] DX obtained by recording only, and not witnessed at the actual time of 
the reception, is eligible--so long as the contributor himself chose the 
frequency and prepared the recording apparatus. When more than one DXer 
is present at a DX reception, even as a visitor to another DXer's shack, 
only those having an active part in the reception may claim the DX. 

10)Translators and experimental stations, as well as unlicensed outlets such 
as pirates and clandestines, are eligible. Harmonics of TV video signals 

are eligible if they fall within another TV band, and those of FM 
stations are eligible if the harmonics fall within the FM band. But 
utility stations monitored on FM or TV, and CATV radiation, do not count. 

11lJAny DX received within a 50 mile radius of a DXer's primary location may 

be included in scoreboard totals; but if more than two locations are 
used, all must be within an equilateral triangle 25 miles on each side. 
Include all stations eligible and monitored in scoreboard totals, whether 
“local” or actual DX.
